Ckc War* of U>* Two Great Fremier*

I beard nearly all the great sp«echM 


made by both tbe men in that parlia- 
mentary duel, which lasted for so many 
yean. My own observation and judg- 
ment gave th« superiority to Mr. Glad- 
stone all through, bnt I quite admit 
that Disraeli stood np well to his great 
opponent and that it was not always 
easy to award tbe prize of victory. The 
two uieu'a voices were curiously un- 
like. Disraeli had a deep, low, power- 
ful voice, beard everywhere throughout 
the house, but having little variety or 
music iu it. Gladstone's voice wan 
tuned to a higher note, was penetrat- 
ing, resonant, liquid and full of an ex- 
quisite modulation and music which 
gave new shades of meaning to every 
emphasized word. The ways of the 
men were in almost every respect curi- 
ously unlike. Gladstone was" always 
eager for conversation. Beloved to talk 
to anybody about anything. Disraeli, 
even am wig his most intimate friends, 
was given to frequent fits of absolute 
and apparently gloomy silence. 


Gladstone, after his earlier parlia- 


mentary days, became almost entirely 
indifferent to drees. Disraeli always 
turned out in tbe newest fashion, and 
down to his latest years went in the 
get up of a young man aoout town. Not 
less different were the characters and 
temperaments of the two men. Glad- 
stone changed bis political opinions 
many times daring his long parliament- 
ary career, bat he changed his opin- 
ions only in deference to tbe force of a 
growing conviction and to the recog- 
nition of facts and conditions which 
he could no longer conscientiously dis- 
pute. Nobody probably ever knew what 
Mr. Disraeli's real opinions were upon 
any political question or whether he 
had any real opinions at all Gladstone 
began ae a Tory and gradually became 
changed into a Radical. Disraeli began 
as an extreme Radical under the pat- 
ronage of Daniel O'Council and changed 
into a Tory. But everybody knew that 
Gladstone was at first a sincere Tory 
and at last a sincere Radical. Nobody 
knew, or, indeed, cared, whether Dis- 
raeli ever was either a sincere Radical 
or a sincere Tory.—Justin McCarthy ia 
Outlook.

Another vaatter that 
is known to have influenced the dervish- 
es in their resumption af the offensive 
is the recent victory of. the crescent over 
the cross in Greece, news of wbici,, in 
a greatly exaggerated form, has already 
reached central Africa. 


While there are DO prospects of any 


reunion between tbe Boman Catholic 
church and what is known as the church 
of England, all hopes in that direction 
having been dashed to the ground by 
the recent pronouncement of tbe pops 
on the validity of Anglican orders, yet 
the negotiations with tbe view to an 
understanding between the church of 
England and tbe Orthodox church of 
Russia are proceeding apace. The arch- 
bishop of York has been visiting tbe ec- 
clesiastical authorities in the dominions: 
of the czar, being received by them with 
great hospitality and distinction, and 
the Orthodox church delegated the met- - 
ropolitan archbishop of Finland not 
only to represent it at the jubilee cere- 
monies, bnt also to attend tbe pan-An- 
glican synod, which is to bo held soon. 


General Albertone, who has just re- 


turned to Italy from Abyssinia, where 
he has been a prisoner of war of the 
negus for more than a year, is about to 
be brought before a court martial at 
Borne for the part which he took in the 
battle of Abba-Gariana, where the Ital- 
ians sustained so overwhelming a de- 
feat. 
The general is accused of having 


advanced too rapidly toward the foe, 
and of having refused to wait for tbe 
support of the other column. General 
fiaratieri, the commander in chief, was 
recently court martialed for the cow- 
ardice which he displayed on that occa- 
sion, in bolting from the battlefield in 
the early part of tbe engagement. He 
was acquitted. It would be thoroughly 
in accordance with the topay tnrvy con- 
dition ' of affairs in Italy at the present 
moment if General Albertone,. a man 
noted for bravery, were to be convicted 
by the court martial of having displayed 
too much courage and gallantry and to 
be punished for it. 


While seals are abandoning tbe hunt- 


ing grounds of the northern part of the 
American continent, they are increasing 
in srtch numbers in the Baltic sea as 
to threaten the Russian, German and 
Swedish fishing industries with absolute 
ruin, and the governments of St. Pe- 
tersburg, Berlin and Stockholm are at 
the present moment engaged in consid- 
ering the best means to be adopted for 
dealing with the depredations on the 
part of the seals. 


The rejoicings over Professor Koch's 


alleged discovery of a remedy and aiiti- 
toxino for the rinderpest have turned ont 
to be preinatnre. His invention is now 
proved to be of no practical use what- 
soever, and so disheartened are the Brit- 
ish authorities iu South Africa over the 
dismal failure ot every effort to arrest 
tbe progress of the plague that they 
have now abandoned all further precau- 
tions against its spread ae being of no 
avail. North of Capo Colony not even 
1 per cent of the cattlo have survived, 
and it is pretty certain that Cape Colony, 
so rich it) farming industry, will be sub- 
jected to similar devastation, 


All Italy is in a state of uproar in 


connection with the appalling condi- 
tion of affairs uisciosed by tbe govern- 
ment committee of inquiry which has 
juat been investigating the public or- 
phanage at Naples. The committee has 
brought to light the fact that out of 
856 children who have been received 
at the institution during 1890 only 3 
remain, all tbe rest being noted as hav- 
ing died or else having vanished with- 
out leaving any record of their disap- 
pearance upon the books of the institu- 
tion. The population of Naples is in 
such a state of indignation over these 
revelations that the authorities are 
afraid of an attempt being made to sack 
the orphanage and to lynch its officials, 
who are charged with murder on a 
Wholesale scale. 


Whatever else may be said about the 


Salisbury administration, there is no 
doubt that, thanks to tbe statesmanship 
of Joseph Chamberlain, it has managed 
to augment considerably the loyalty and 
the good will of the colonies toward the 
mother country. Canada, bosidus offer- 
ing to Great Britain exceptional ad- 
vantages by her new tariff, has recently 
passed a vote in her senate in favor of 
steps being taken to bring about closer 
political relations with England and 
demanding that the Dominion govern- 
ment should take tfco initiative in the 
matter. At the Han;o time the Capo par- 
liament has passed an almost uuani- 
illiiuH ra)ului.iuii for tiiu aFi'angenieiit 
of a contribution by Cape Colony to 
England's expenses in connection with 
the naval defense of the empire, and 
besides this the Afrikandortaad, whisli 
is composed in the main of Boers under 
British rule, has lately uwtln public em- 
phatic exprcsoion of the loyalty of its 
members to the English crown. In fact, 
from every portion of the vast, colonial 
empire of (jneen Victci-ia como loyal 
tokens of good will and of a dusire for 
closer ties with tho mother country—

DM of the Immigration Station at Sew 
York Corta Uncle Sam a Half Million. 
The recent conflagration at Ellis Is- 


and, New York, destroyed one of the 
argest immigration stations in tbe 
world. Tbe big blaze left the island ft 


esolate waste. A large amount of 


ey, railroad tickets and valuables 


were at the mercy of the flames. Tbe 
pecie was found intact The paper 
money in some instances was scorched 


nd shriveled up in a heap. In other 
eases it was uninjured, and of some all 


ba% was left waa ashes. A good many 
boneand dollars was taken out of these 
safes during the day. The railroad tick- 
te were nearly all destroyed. 


Aside from the money and these tick- 


ets, the most valuable things on the iit- 
and were the records of tbe department 
of emigration going back to 1840. 
Dheae records were formerly tbe prop- 
erty of the state of New York, »nd th«y 
wonTturned over by the state to the na- 
ional government when the immigra- 
ion bureau was established on Ellis Is- 
and. They were nearly all of them 
stared in a brick house known as the 
powder house, which had been used for 
he storage of powder before Ellis Is- 
land became the receiving station for 
mmigrants. From half to two-thirds 
of these records were destroyed. The 
imiiding cost the government $680,000.

Address" (page 2G), stated that ap- 
parently only one -x»py of this al- 
manac had snrvivttd, although sub- 
sequently another rnmed up in the 
library of the late Dr. David King 
ot" Newport, B. I., and brought $520 
at auction in May, 18S3, Mr. Stone 
[>eing the purchaser. At the time of 
our atory, however, only one copy 
•was supposed to be in existence, and 
that was in the library of Judge 
Bewell of Massachusetts. He had a 
ot of old almanacs, 16 in number, 
which he had bad bound into one 
small volume, and while from all 
accounts he had some idea that they 
were valuable, yet the extraordinary 
rarity of the Bradford one appears 
x> have been unknown to him, al- 
though quite a number of experts 
•were well aware of its value. Some 
librarians confidently expected that 
tbe judge would will it to an insti- 
tution. 


Among the experts who learned 


of Judge Sewell's possession of the 
x>ok was the late George Brinley of 
Hartford, a man who had earned the 
reputation of getting whatever he 
was after. During a call on tbe 
judge the conversation eventually 
Irifted to books. Naturally the 
iudge showed Mr. Brinley his treas- 
ures, and casually expressed his re- 
jret at being unable to obtain a com- 
plete set of The Gentleman's Maga- 
zine, which even at that time com- 
manded fancy prices.

It 
was all, all horrible. Nor would I hav» 
jelieved that such tilings were iu tiiia

heju. The memory even is like a tale 
old by a devil. 


Yes, I will give yon tho story. But 


what then? Von will only read what I 
write, you will not see what I saw, 
and therein lies the weakness of mere 
relation. The eye is the only aveiicft re- 
sensibility, the only door to feeling. I 
might with ripest phrase recite lim ue- 
ailsof some accident by rail, how some 
overtake!: wretch was caught and 
pound to death beneath the train. You 
would accept it with that thrill of mild, 
•onventional horror proper to snob cri- 
sis. But were yon to see the -wheels 
crush and mangle and tear some poor, 


sss Iranian bit to bloody rags and 


tatters, the very nightmare of it- would 
steal your sleep for a mouth. Bnt I 
will go on, auu I will tell you my tale 
as coldly as I may. You shall then judge 
of what is wrong and what the remedy. 


There wo two sorts of mines, "rail" 


mines and ' 'river" mines. One feeds its 
product to the cars to be hauled away, 
the other to barges which float off down 
the Ohio, down tho Missiesipppi. For 
these reasons the markets of the "rail" 
rniiw are different from the markets of 
the "river" mine, and also the activi- 
ties of these two sort of mines differ, as 
do also their months of idleness and 
rest.

And 
what I set down as of hardship and 
starvation and overriding wrong in the 
grimy cases I have visited exists also in 
devil's duplicate throughout all coal 
mine regions. Whatisbadin tbe"Pitt9- 
burg district," where 18,000 of the 
35,000 miners of western Pennsylva- 
nia dig and sweat ont their dim lives, 
is equally extant as an evil -wherever, 
by drift -or shaft, the hunt for coal is 
made. 


Fourteen miles from Pittebnrg I trav- 


eled, set-king among the lamp lit mines 
for that "prosperity" that certainly cue 
found no trace of on tho earth's surfsict' 
hereabout, whore of manufactory and 
fnruaci:) one-half are sick and one-half 
dead and none of them healthy at all. 
Yes, I araght "prosperity" in the bow- 
els of the earth. It might make its- 
lair among the mines. I went to Moon's 
Uun and Tom's Run and Painters' Kun. 
On Moon's Run, with l.SOO miners and 
three times as many folk, little and old, 
living by UK- mines, I found men and 
womi'ti and children, not in want, ex- 
actly—that would HOE li« the story—1 
found thnm starving. 


These people worn thin and pinched 


and eaten by need i)f focal One might 
t*;ll it in their drawn fanes, with skins 
like parchment. One might see it iu 
their «yw. large ami wild and wolnshly 
bright. There were families of these 
mine lolk. There hud teen no work for 
months and mouths and mouths. There 
were ^households of fii*> and six and 
eight, tho aggregate earnings or gettings 
of any one of which had not reached 
f 100 during the twelvemonth last past.

and their presence iu the coal miuea, all 
that Captain McDonald said of them I 
can indorse as trne. 


Not alone did I take the. word of Cap- 


tain McDonald nor the finding of the 
committee touching these Polish crea- 
tures that have all but destroyed the 
English speaking miner, I fully inform- 
ed myself. Here's the result, told us 
tersely as I can pnt it: These creatures 
live on not more than 25 cents a day. 
They are uct married, tavfe no wives or 
families. Their food consists in the 
main of a coarse bread. Sometimes an 
onion is added, now and again a bit of 
cheese, and at long intervals meat. Thsy 
drink much beer, which they buy by 
the keg. When it comes to shelter and 
board, they manage on the communal 
plan. They break into small knots or 
groups, not fewer than 10, and from 
that on upward to perhaps 18 persons. 
They rent a four room or three room 
house or hovel. The rent will be from 
f 5 to $8 per month. In this house (hov- 
el) they sty themselves like hogs. 


They never bathe, they are filthy; 


they fairly fret and fester in their own 
£rrase. Eighteen of them will live and 
eat and sleep and hav« their beastly be- 
ing all iii three rooms, not one of them 
larger than 10 by 12. To keep house 
they have a woman. I looked into one 
of these nests of foulness today. The 
"woman" in this wretched instance 
was there. She was broad, strong, with 
a stolid, eowliko cast of feature. Evi- 
dently built for her destiny was she. 
The men pay her, share and -share 
alike, alxntt fS a week to keep house for 
thorn. She is "boarded" free. In the 
general cost of provisions the men share 
alike. The woman cooks and washes and 
watches the housu (hovel). She ;is the 
housekeeper, if you will. 


These men by these means live for 


less than fi.50 per week. Is it any 
marvel, then, that these creatures, full 
of cupidity, and for that reason indus- 
trious, living lives so low and vile and 
chean that the very N?arts that -perish 
would turn from them in disgust—is it, 
then, wonder that, with only $1.50 a 
week to pay for "living," these Slavs 
and Huns and Poles evict the American 
miner from his place? And should not 
American law come to tho defense of 
the American miner against this Goth 
of coal who is not a citizen, never will 
become a citizen? 


Place your foot on this Slav and yon 


•will have trodden on the source of two- 
thirds of a?l the starving, blighting, 
;killing evils that flourish among the 
•coal miners of this laud. Fail to do so 
and he will have destroyed the last ves- 
tige of the American miner in the next 
decade. In bis filth and brutishuess ho 
•is strong, this Slav, and not even so 
puissant a thing as that promised pros- 
jie.rity—should it ever come—could pre- 
vail over him and reach aud revive thn

It is in trade especially that tho su- 


periority of British honesty is averred 
to show itself. The British are the 
greatest traders on earth and hive been 
traders long enough and extensively 
enough to have learned what standards 
of commercial honesty pay best in the 
long run. An American who bad trav- 
eled in southwestern Europe, in South 
America and other parts of the world 
that are somewhat out of the beaten 
path lately admitted to the present 
writer that in the countries he had visit- 
ed the reputation of Americans seemed 
to him to be low and that of the British 
very high. In Buenos Ayres, he said, 
ail English merchant's word inspired 
confidence, but an American merchant's 
assurances were received with a good 
deal of skepticism. 


This sort of testimony is mortifying 


to American ears; but, if we believe it, 
we must look for the remedy to spring 
not from moral reform, but simply from 
increased knowledge. Wo expect those 
who bring this reproach upon us to 
learu, from information and reflection 
if possible, but if necessary from experi- 
ence, that, though an individual rogue 
may steal or cheat and escape punish- 
ment, for a people who can neither hide 
nor run away from the consequences o£ 
their acts honesty is the most sagacious 
and remunerative course.—Scribner's.
